The United States still has a con­ 
siderable section of its army stationed 
along the Mexican border, or in bar­ 
racks within easy reach of the bor­ 
der, and so far as can be learned 
there is to he no change In this policy 
for the present. *It Is pointed out here 
(hut the roving hands of brigands that 
have given the border residents so 
much trouble In recent years may be­ 
come active at any time.

that conditions across the border are 
showing real improvement Is gratify­ 
ing to the officers of the army, xvho 
have had to take their turns along 
the border, and they are looking for* 
ward to the day when Hie border army 
can all be sent to more desirable ter­ 
ritory.

Crude Oil aud 
the Automobile

N I P I ( w h e n there were I,OOO,DOO automo­ 
bile* in the I tilted States) oil producers drilled 
almut VA,OOO wells, 
Tile average paid for 
crude was 05c per barrel. 


Iii 1014 producers bad a little discouragement. 
The price for crude oil fell off to Hie average, aud 
they drilled only V 4,000 wells. 
These wells, how­ 
ever, proved exceptionally prolific and crude prices 
dropped to an average of 04e a barrel (40c in the 
Mid-Continent field). 
As a consequence of the 
over-production, the bottom dropped out of the 
gasoline market and low prices prevailed. 


The low prices of crude made exploration of new 
fields unprofitable, and iii 1015 only 14,000 wells 
were drilled. 
This halt in production enabled d e­ 
mand to creep up on supply, and caused crude to 
advance until it reached $1.10 per barrel. 


Encouraged by th e better prices offered, pn*duccrs 
put down 44*000 wells in 1016. The unprecedented 
demand aroused by the war caused petroleum prices 
to soar, aud, notw ithstanding the activities in the 
producing field, prices have continued to advance 
because demand exceeded supply . 


In August, 1940, the number of new oil wells 
brought iii for that mouth alone xxas .8,513— the 
highest oil production mark in the history of the 
United States. 
Yet so great was demand that 
Mid-Continent crude stood firm at 
$3.50, and 
Pennsylvania crude at $6. Ilk per barrel, the present 
prevailing prices. 


The market price for crude is not apt to go off 
appreciably while demand continues to increase 
as during 19V0. 


Since 19IS the number of motor vehicles in the 
Tutted States bas in c r e a se d a p p r o x i ma t e l y 
7,459,607, and the forecast for 1941 is IO million 
motor vehicles in the United States.
